Reasons for Allowance 
1 . Claims 25-28 and 53-56 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or 
was not suggested in the prior art. The subject matter not found was a method of improving 
visual function of a damaged retina in a human eyes/ a method of treating visual degradation 
resulting form a damaged retina wherein the visual degradation comprises primary or secondary 
degradation comprising applying electrical stimulation to the eye comprising a voltage potential 
of -20V < or = Vp < or == +20V, in combination with the other elements of the claims. The best 
prior art of record, US 6549808 to Gisel et al., teach stimulating the uveal (the iris, ciliary body 
and choroids together) and periuveal areas of the eye with a voltage differential of approximately 
5 volts, but does not teach a method of electrically stimulating the retina with a voltage potential 
of -20V < or = Vp < or = +20V (abstract; col. 3 @ 47-50).
